The Valley Center Design Review Board shall consist of
five members as follows:

. The Chamber of Commerce will nominate 2
members.

e  The Valley Center Planning Group will nominate 2
members.

Members shall reside, maintain a business, or own property
or be employed in the Community Planning Area.

In selecting candidates, emphasis shall be given to the
following:

1.  Candidates with design backgrounds in architecture,
landscape architecture, urban planning, fine arts and
in construction.

2. At least one representative of the community planning
Or Sponsor group.

3. At least one representative of the local business
community.

The Board shall elect a Chairperson, Vice Chairperson, and
a Secretary from among its members.

The terms of office of all members shall be Five years.

A member may be re-appointed for a second term or
removed by a majority of the Board of Supervisors.
